It is necessary that the anti- 
toxin be administered within forty- 
eight hours after the wound has been 
inflictedi 
Any physician can secure

uting stations and upon certifying 
that it is for the tieatment of a pei- 
son too poor to pay

Dr. Dixon urges the necessity of 


prompt use of the anti-toxin in case 
of explosive wounds in order to ward

such, wound trivial," he says 
"Send 


:tor a physician at once.

wound thoroughly in the meantime

Pittbburg Post Among First to 


, it as Emblem. 


The Pittsburg Post, established oi? 


September 
10, 1842, enjoyed the 


pleasure of being among the fiist oi 
Democratic newspapeis to use tl^e 
.rooster as the emblem-of its .party. 
In the Whig campaign of 1840 the 
coon had been, borne aloft, the per- 
fect type of the ; sneering, skulking 
vermin, valuable :for its skin only by 
pretense. 
Next came the .Democratic 


triumphs of .1842 and 1844, and the 
rooster crowed lustily for the party, 
which emblazoned it upon the ban- 
ners, and marched behind them to 
victory, or retired only "temporarily 
worsted. Thus for more than half a 
century the rooster has been the ap- 
proved emblem, and with the years 
its significance gains even greater ap- 
plause.

Birds' Eggs. 


Ostriches lay the largest eggs of all 


birds.,now extant, according^to a writ- 
er in the Scientific American, but the 
ostrich's egg would have appeared 
smafl beside that extinct Madagascar 
bird; the epyorriis, which measured 
more than thirty inches in its small- 
est circumference. The smallest birds' 
eggs are those^of the minute species of 
humming birds, which are smaller 
^than the" eggs of certain kinds of trop- 
ical beetles. 
But the. cuckoo lays the 


relatively smallest egg—that is to say, 
while the jackdaw and the cuckoo are 
about equal in size, the former's egg is 
five or six 'times 
; larger than the lat- 


ter's. 
The fact that the cuckoo.is 


wont to deposit its eggs in the nests 
of birds which are usually much small- 
er than • itself doubtless1 accounts for 
this. The relatively largest egg is laid 
by the kiwi, a strange, wingless New 
Zealand.bird. The egp; is no less rhan I 
five iucbes long, although the extreme !

The hot weather of this season of 


" the year is extremelj dang°.ous to 


the lives of infants and young chil 
•ctren, not only because ot the depres 
.sing etfect of hi-§h atmospheric tern 
perature in general, but more espe 
cially because o'f the effect of hot 
weather upon all perishable ai tides of 
food, among which cow's milk holds 
the first place. 


It is therefore highly important that 


-cow's milk to be used for infants' food 
should be the purest and ireshest that 
-you can afford to buj. During the hot 
"weather ice is absolutely necessary for 
the preservation ot milk, and all milk 
•used for food should be cooled by ice 
-as soon as it coines from the cow, and 
should be kept next the ice until 
ready to be used 
A little money 


-spent for Ice may prevent illness and 
its greater expense for medicine, nura 
Ing and medical attendance 
As waUi 


is often a carrier ot disease it is s~test 
to use only boiled water for drinking 
or the preparation of a baby's food 


The following rules will aid you in 


keeping your baby well during the 
Tiot weather, and are given out by ihe 


s-~~State -Department ot Health of Penn 


, .sylvania: 


Breast feeding. Every mother should 


-endeavor to nurse her baby. Breast 
anilk is the natural food of a new 


baby. There is no other food taat 
compare 
with it. A breast-led 


.•baby has a much greater chance ot 
living than a bottle fed bahy. 


Immediatel3' after birth do not give 


any Kind of artificial food to the ba^y 
while waiting for the breast milk to 
come 
Put the baby to the brpast 


every four hours and give nothing e'se 
but water that has been boiled The 
bahy needs nothing else and will not 
starve After the milk comes in*o the 
breast nurse the baby ever} t\\o ho MS 
•during the day and two or three umoa 
at night 


Don't nurse the baby whenever it 


cries. A moderate amount of crying 
helps to develop the lungs. Babies who 
are nursed irregularly or whenever 
they cry are likely to get indigestion 
and then cry the harder from pain. 
Nurse regularly, and the baby will 
•soon learn to expect its nursing only 
at the proper intervals Give the baby 
a little boiled water several times a 
•day.-* 


After the baby is two months old 


lengthen the time between feeding to 
two and a half or three hours with 
only one or two feedings at night. 


Do not wean the baby as long as he 


ts gaining, and never do so except by 
advice of your doctor 
Do not follow 


the advice of friends or neighbors 
about weaning. If the baby remains 


-•v 
_well, but after a time stops gain'ng in 
weight, do not think that your milk is 
of no value but consult vour doctor 
about adding one or two boU105 to 
help you out 


Bottle feeding. If It becomes nece-s 


sary to feed the baby enuiely or only 
m part upon the bottle, remember 
that the greatest cleanliness is neces- 
sary in all details of the feeding 
As 


soon as a bottle is finished it should 
be thoroughly washed with cold water, 
then 
cleansed with hot water and 


borax: (one teabpoonful to a pint of 
water) 
and put aside foi 
further 


•cleansing before being used again If 
you have only a few bottles and it be- 
•comes necessary to use the same bot 
tie for the next feeding, boil it for a 
few minutes before putting fresh toed 
into it. 
Never let the baby nurse 


from the remains of a bottle which he 
has not finished Take it away from 
the crib, pour out the inilk and cloanse 
at once. Stale milk curds sticking to 
the inside of a bottle after a few hours 
become poisonous and may contami- 
nate fresh milk coming m contact with 
them. It is bettei to have as many 
bottles as the number of the buoy's 
daily feedings, so that all the D (.ties 
can be boiled together before the tood 
is prepared in the morning. 


Nipples. The simpler the nipple the 


safer for the baby 
Do not use com 


plicated nipples, and under no cir- 
cumstances buy a bottle with a long 
rubber tube attached to the nipple. It 
cannot be kept clean and will certainly 
cause bowel trouble. After the bottle 
la finished the nipple should be re 
moved at once, turned Inside out over 
the finger and scrubbed with cold wa- 
ter and a brush kept only for this 
purpose. 
After use, always boil the 


brush. 


The cleansed nipple should be kept 


in fresh borax wafer (one teaspoonful 
of borax to a pint of water) in a cov- 
ered glass. Kinse the nipple in boiling 
water before using it. 


Do not put the nipple into your own 


mouth to find out whether the milk is 
warmed enough. Let a few drops of 
of the milk fall on your wrist; if it 
feels too hot for your wrist it Is too 
warm for the baby's mouth. 


No general instructions can be given 


about the preparation of a milk mix- 
ture for your baby. Each baby needs 
a combination suited to its digestion. 
The mixture upon which *some other 
baby is thriving may be too strong or 
too weak for your baby. Let the 
doctor tell you how to mix the food 
If it is necessary to use cream in the 
mixture do not bay cream—it is likely 
to be stale—but get it by pouring off 
half a pint from the top of a quart 
bottle of milk, after cleansing the lip 
of the bottle.

Vomiting. A bottle ted baby should 


not vomit if its food is pure and prop 
erly adjusted to Its needs 
If vomit- 


ings occur it is usually a sign of ap 
proaching illness, either of one of the 
serious diseases of childhood, or more 
commonly in hot weather, of summer 
diarrhoea.
